The  Hendersonville  Bearcats,  dissatisfied  and  dis¬ 
appointed  with  their  regular  season  record,  caught  fire  at 
the  start  of  the  District  8  Tournament  and  won  five  out  of 
their  next  six  games.  They  started  off  by  trouncing  Bre¬ 
vard  in  the  first  round  of  district  play.
